“He was a man of untiring energy; a man whose mind was 
built upon development, building and doing that which would, per­ 
haps, enhance his own fortune, but at the same time add splendor 
to his home town and his home state, and glory to its citizens. 
His stream of life was not a smooth stream without many rip­ 
ples, and his bark steered against the current most of the time, 
but his persistence and energy finally landed his craft in safe 
harbor with all his great projects fully accomplished. 
“ Many times in our thoughts of our fellow men we are apt to 
magnify the faults or failings and lose sight of the great, big, 
splendid principles which do so much to encourage others to set 
fine examples of endurance and perseverance, and when we are all 
called as we will be some day to answer for our stewardship on 
earth, perhaps we will not be as well prepared to give as good an 
account of our stewardship as our departed friend. 
“And, in conclusion I want to say I know we are all sorry to | 
have lost our friend and know there is not a voice or mind here; 
today that will not say and think our state has lost a valuable 
citizen— may his rew ard in the G reat Beyond be greater and bet-1 
ter than his reward here on earth.”
